RANUNCULUS ASIATICUS 


Ranunculus Asiaticus is also known as the Turban or Persian Buttercup. 
In mild climates these bulbs may be planted any time from the middle of 
August until early spring. In colder climates, plant after the spring thaw, 
or they may be planted in a cool greenhouse for winter forcing. Rich soil 
and good drainage are essential and bulbs should be planted with prongs 
or roots down at a depth of two inches.

Leaves splotched with many colors, no definite patterns. Colors are green, 
yellow, maroon red, brown, purple, with no one color predominating. 


GREEN AND WHITE 


Stems and veins are purplish red.with the center of the leaves a yellow white. 
The edges of the leaves are a vivid green |” wide. 


PERSIAN CARPET 


Leaves are highly colored, the centers being a brilliant rose pink sometimes 
quite red, the margins about 3-8” wide blotched brown, green, yellow and 
maroon. Very effective. 


PINK VELVET 


Leaf centers are a field of rose pink, splotched with pinkish brown, and the 
edge is 1-8” of vivid light green. Colorful and interesting with a velvet 
sheen. 


GREEN BEAUTY 


A light green color, with occasional brownish purple spots or edgings on 
leaves. Ideal in a collection to contrast with other plants. 
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RED CENTER 
The center panel of leaf is pink to red depending on the amount of light

Red stemmed and veined, plum colored leaves, with green edges, rather 
narrow leaves. 


CLAREMONT BEAUTY 


Large serrated leaves with soft green centers surrounded by bright green. 
Veins are maroon to black and leaves are edged with black. 


DELIGHT 


Large leaves in shades of red and rose overlaid with flecks of light green 
and bordered with the same shade. 


TRIUMPH 


Centers are redish pink surrounded by very deep velvety green and edged 
with light green.
